valry coming to the Relief of our Troops, retir'd 
towards Catalonia, On our fide about 100 Men 
were kill’d, and many wounded in this A@ion, but 
we know not the Lofs of the Enemy’s ; for "tis faid 
they carry’d off their Dead and Wounded with 
them. . Tis advis’d from Badajos, that the Marquis 
de Bay was to take the Bield with his Army the 6th 
of next Month, in order to enter upon Action a- 
gainft the Portuguefe. There is little appearance 
that the King will make the Campaign. The Duke 
of Orleans has fix'd his Deparsue for Lerida on 
Monday next. The French Ambaffador has noti- 
fy'd ro the Court, thar the King his Mafter had fent 
aconfiderable fuccour of Troops, Arms, and Am- 
munition to Sicily. They write from Sevil, that 
above 4000 Houfes im that City were ruin’d and 
deftroy’d by a great Inundation of Water that had 
been occafion’d by the long and continual Rains that 
had fallen in thofe Parts.

We expect every 
moment the coming back of the Ships that fail’d 
from hence for England with 10 Battallions. 

Ghent, April 8. On Thurfday laft the Englith Ar- 
tillery was disimbark’d, and on Friday we receiv’d 
Advice from Oftend that 24 Ships of the French 
Fleet were come back to Dunkirk, and that others 
of them arriv’d from time totime. We hear from 
Lifle, that there was a great Confternation in that 
Town, on Account of the French Fleet, aboard 
which were above 600 Inhabitants of that City as 
Volunteers. 

Bruffels, April 9. Though the Enemy have hither- 
to contradicted the Advices of the Mifcarriage of 
their Defign upon Scotland, and though the Letters 
from Mons and Lifle have affur’d, that they had 
landed in that Kingdom, yet we receiv’d certain 
Advice Yefterday , that the greateft part of the 
French Squadron return’d to Dunkirk on the 6:h, 
without having been able to land their Troops as 
they intended. The 5th, 14 French Fregates pafs'd 
in fight of Oftend, coming from the Northward, 
and fteering their Courfe towards Dunkirk: 5 more 
were feen afterwards, and the 6rh in the Evening 
7, fo that in all 26 are already come back: The pre- 
tended Prince of Wales is likewife arriv’d at Dun- 
kirle with the Troops that were defign’d for the 
Deficent, of whom fo many are fick thar the Hofpi- 
tals of that Town nor being able to contain them, 
a: great Number of them were carry’d to Furnes 
and other Places.
